Mr. i Logan,, "that the almanac which 
threw the prosecution into confusion 
and secured the acquittal of the pris- 
oner, was a piece of trickery on the 
part of Mr. Lincoln; that It was not of 
the year 1857, when .the murder was 
committed, but of the year 1S53," and 
•that the 3 hud been changed to a 7.

changed, for I examined It very close- 
ly. As a further proof that no trickery 
was used or, forgery committed In the 
trial, I would say the same would have 
been entirely unnecessary.. The skeptic, 
however, has but to refer to any alma- 
nac for August, 1857, and he will see 
that the moon woe exactly in the posi- 
tion a« shown by Mr. Lincoln In tho 
trial."—Harper's Weekly.

It cormot bo d«ubt*d, how»ver, that 
the sandal WM and Is to be preferred 
to the: leather shoe as footgear In a 
mild and equable ollnmte. It permits 
free play of the muscles, bonen and 
trtndons, and Abort aJl it exposes the 
pedal mambor to th<» s\in and air In- 
stead of confining it in a olosa and un- 
ventilated covering/ 


The leather shoe smothers the foot. 


It tends to clog the great pores of the 
heel which form an Important part of 
the system'* safety valva. It does not 
give the cuticle a chance to breathe. 
It is unsanitary and unsightly. 


Nevertheless no substitute for It has 


yet teen found, and there Is no Immedi- 
ate prospect of rany being discovered. 
We shall probably have to continue Its 
uae save when we can get Into tho 
country and glvp our feet a vacation 
by discarding shoes and stocking* al- 
together for a time. In the meanwhile 
something may be don« to minimise

of tbe army 
Of course this order could not be binding 


upon any subsequent secretary, nor upon the president 
hlmaelf, and there are recent precedents for Ignoring It in 
the commendations bestowed upon Shafter 
Brook and 


OUi, when they retired. 
Even the friends of President 


-Roosevelt rather deplore the fact that the occasion was 
not utilized to make some reference to the long and bril- 
liant career of the general, from the earliest dajs of the 
civil war 
To say nothing more. It Is looked upon as 1m- 


pdlltlc, and rather ungrac ous.

At the reception held by General Miles the morning of 


the 8th of August, the day he, retired there were many 
•warm personal tribute* paid to the commanding 
general 


by bis comrades-in-anng, nnd the hundreds of clerks who 
have been In the war department throughout his adminis- 
tration. 
The scene was father dramatic In that General 


Corbln, \vho had not Bp^ken to General Miles for over a 
year, Vas one of those wbp came in for a final handshake 
He accompanied General Young the new lieutenant gen- 
eral and chief of staff, and the latter astounded the notable 
group of military men present by appearing at the recep- 
tion with the three stars of a lieutenant general upon his 


shoulder straps 
This to say the least, was a gross breach 


of good taste 
General Miles' term of office did not expire 


until 12 o'clock at noon 
The reception was held at 11 


o'clock 
The law provides for but one lieutenant general. 


The real lieutenant general 
Miles, received his vlBltors 


in undress uniform, with no Insignia of rank upon his 
coat 
excepting the coat-of-arms of the United States 


though he was still lieutenant general, commanding the 
United States army, and entitled to wear three stars upon 
his shoulders 
General Young was really not a lieutenant 


general when he appeared In General Miles office and had
